THE INDIAN INDEPENDENCE (MISCELLANEOUS 
TRANSITIONAL PROVISIONS) (No. 2) ORDER, 1947 

In oxorciso of the powers conferred by soction 9 of the Indian 
Independence Act, 1947, and of all other powers enabling him in 
that behalf, the Govoriior-Gonoral is pleasoa to mako the lollowing 

Ordor : — 

1. (1) This Ordor may bo cited as the Indian Indopondonce 
(Miscollanoous Transitional Provisions) (No. 2) Ordor, 1947. 

(2) It shall bo doomod to havo offoct from tho fiftoonth 
day of August, 1947. 

2. In this Order, — 

* India ’ moans tho Dominion of India. 

' Pakistan ’ moans tho Dominion of Pakistan. 

k ‘ Transitional period ’ moans tho poriod boginning on tho 
15th August, 1947 and ending on tno 31st March, 
1948. 

3. Any certifieato or liconco granted during tho transitional 
poriod by tho Government of a Province of Pakistan in accordance 
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with the provisions of Chapter II or ( 'haptor TJJ. of tho Inland Storm - 
vouseis Act, 1917, as it applies to Pakistan, may bo ondorsod 

(a) by tho Government of a Provinco of India, or 

( b ) with the gonoral or opocial sanction of tho Govornmont 

of such Provinco, by tho authority granting it, 

so as to ha vo effect in such Provinco or any part thoroof, and if eo 
endorsed shall havo effect accordingly. 

4. Tho provisions of this Ordor shall havo offoct notwithstanding 
anything to tho contrary contained in tho India (Adaptation of 
Existing Indian Laws) Ordor, 1947. ‘
